NOW PREPARING A PROTEST 


French Government Not Apprehensive 


of a Religious War, Militant Catho- 
lics Being In the Minority—Efforts 
to Secure Laymen to Make the For- 
bidden Declaration. 


Rome, Dec. 13.—Cardinal Merry 


Del Val, the papal secretary of state, 
. is at present engaged in preparing a 
vigorously worded protest against the 
action of the French government in 
searching the archives of the nuncia- 
ture at Paris. This prote-t will be 
| handed to the members of the diplo- 
f matic body accredited to the Vatican. 


The secretary of state sets forth 
among other things that the incident 
In question is the first instance in his- 
tory of such" a violation of the rights 
of man. _ 


The Vatican is convinced that the 


French government, with what church 
officials call "Briand's blackmailing 
circular" and the offense against the. 
rights of man committed when the 
government expelled Mgr. Montagnini 
and took , possession of the papal 
archives, has placed the position 
maintained by the church on a sound 
basis, which insures her the model 
support of all right-minded people. 
Referring to his support, Cardinal 
Merry Del Val, the papal secretary of 
state, said: "It is essential to victory." 


The Vatican has already designate^ 


another prelate to take the place of 
Mgr. Montagnini for the purpose of 
facilitating communication 
between 


the holy see and the French episco- 
pacy and clergy. The name of this 
man, however, is kept secret to avoid 
"persecution." 


EFFORTS^ MADE 


To Secure Catholic Laymen to Make 


Forbidden Declaration. 


Paris, Dec. 13.—The efforts made by 


certain members of the chamber of 
deputies and other disinterested per- 
sons to insure a continuation of ser- 
vices in churches:in spite of the. papal 


- veto, by inducing Catholic.-•.laymen in 


each parish to make ;4he forbidden 
declaration, have not thus far met 
with much success. The church of St. 
John the Eyangele- was the only 
church where such legal application 
has been made. The indications are 
against anything which might be dig- 
nified by,the name of religious war. 
The prompt expulsion from France of 
Mgr. Montagnini, secretary of the pa- 
pal nunciature here since the recall 
of the nuncio, coupled with the 
threats to expel recalcitrant" clergy- 
men from France, has had a sobering 
Influence. The militant Catholics are 
In a hopeless minority, and the masses 
are either Indifferent or, except in a 
few isolated instances, inclined to side 
wjth the government. 


Five thousand persons gathered In 


the cathedral at Rennes to listen to 
Archbishop Dubourg's exhortation to 
obedience to the pope. There was an 
enthusiastic demonstration when the 
archbishop left the cathedral. So far 
as church property is concerned, the 
..episcopal mansions, the rectories, tfoe 
liseminaries, etc., prelates of all rank 
Safe prepared to accept the notices 
served upon them to move out after 
protesting ang refusing to sign docu- 
ments of dispossession. 
It is report- 


ed that dozens of cultural or diocesan 
societies are -in the course of forma- 
tion at the last moment in various 
departments.

Secretary Taft Sends to Senate a 


Statement Concerning Deaths at 
Manila 
Caused 
by Inoculation. 


Algeciras Agreement Ratified—Ray 
ner on State Rights. 


Washington, Dec. 13. — Following 


animated discussion, the senate con- 
firmed the nominations of William 
H. Moody of Massachusetts to be an 
associate justice of the supreme court 
of the United States; Charles J. Bona- 
parte of Maryland, to be attorney gen- 
eral; Victor H. Metcalf, California, to 
be secretary of the navy, and Oscar S. 
Straus of New York, to be secretary 
of commerce and labor. The opposi- 
tion to Messrs. Moody and Bona- 
parte, which had been raised in the 
senate by a number of Democratic 
senators, was not strongly pressed at 
the session. On the viva voce vote for 
Bonaparte, however, there were a 
number of negative votes on the mi- 
nority, side, estimated at about 15. 


Senators Culberson and Carmack 


led the discussion against both Moody 
and Bonaparte; against the former 
they raised the question of his fitness 
for the supreme court bench, based 
upon measures he had introduced as 
a member of the house. It was again 
urged against Mr. Bonaparte that his 
utterances against legislation for the 
regulation of combinations of capital 
unfitted him to enforce legislation of 
that character. Senator Lodge de- 
fended the nomination of Mr. Bona- 
parte by saying that the president 
would not name a man for the respon- 
sible position of attorney general un- 
less'he was sure that the nominee was 
in sympathy with the administration's 
desire to break up such combinations. 
There was no opposition to either Mr. 
Metcalf or Mr. Straus. 


In executive session the members 


of the senate ratified the general act 
of the 
delegates of the

represented at; the •conference, which 
met at:rMigTClrai3tato^'^^Mas^ 
to draft a treaty concerning!_Morpccan_ 
affairs. Opposition by the Democrats" 
compelled the adoption of .a. resolution 
disclaiming responsibility for the par- 
ticipation of the United States in the 
program arranged by the conference 
as to the future of Morocco. 


Senator Rayner (Md.) made a speech 


upholding the state's rights doctrine 
as involved in the present Japanese 
question on the Pacific slope. He con- 
tended that the inherent rights of a 
state could not be violated by treaty 
any more than they could be violated 
by congress. 
Caustic criticism of 


President Roosevelt's position on the 
Japanese question prefaced Senator 
Rayner's discussion of the constitu- 
tional questions involved. If the mil- 
itary and civil forces of the federal 
government are to be used by the 
president, Rayner said, it becomes 
very important to know the 
exact 


power of the president in the matter. 
Senator 
Rayner proposed he said, 


to plant himself on these two prop- 
ositions: That there Is no provi- 
sion whatever in the treaty with 
Japan that confers the right that the 
president speaks of or gives to the 
government'of Japan the privileges It 
claims in connection with the public 
school system of California, or of any 
other state; if there was such a pro- 
vision in this state or any treaty con- 
ferring the right, the treaty would be 
void without any authority on the part 
of the United" States to make it, and in 
violation of the constitution and the 
treaty making power of the govern- 
ment. 


Resolutions were agreed to calling 


upon the president for information re- 
garding the seizure by Mexico of the 
fishing schooner Silas Stearnea, and 
directing the secretary of war to fur- 
nish information regarding alleged ex- 
periments with cholera virus at. Ma- 
nila, resulting in ten or more deaths. 
Secretary Taft at once made answer 
to the resolution. He called attention 
to the fact that Dr. Richard P. Strong, 
wihle at one time a surgeon in the 
army, is at present out of the service 
and is at the head of the biological 
laboratory at Manila. He has achieved 
some remarkable discoveries with ref- 
erence to cholera serum, and has used 
it with success on various occasions. 
In administering it, however, to some 
inmates of Bilibid prison, without re- 
sistance on their part, a bottle of bu- 
bonic plague serum probably was sub- 
stituted for a bottle of cholera serum, 
with the result that the persons to 
whom it was administered died. Un- 
der the secretary's direction a close 
inquiry is being made to ascertain the 
exact nature of the precautions being 
taken to prevent such mistakes.

"outrageous 
thefts" the seizure of 


ecclesiastical property and appealing 
to mankind for redress. Copies of the 
resolution, which was signed by Arch- 
bishop Quigley and the other gover- 
nors of the society, were telegraphed 
to President Roosevelt, house of rep- 
resentatives at Washington, the pope 
at Rome King Edward and the Brit- 
ish parliament and to all the foreign 
ambassadors at Washington.

In his invention of the 
incandescent light he made failure aft 
er failure in his effoits to discover tho 


| proper material. Xt>\ er daunted, he at 


last struck upon the thing seemingly 
by accident 
It Is so id by inventors 


that nine-tenths of the great discover- 
ies are made in just that way. "Acci- 
dents," we call them, yet that 'much 
abused word may be only a cloak to 
hide our ignorance, so little do we know 
of the secret spri"^ that move the 
universe. In the divine nomenclature 
they may have a inure intelligible and 
appreciative name. Ir is hard to think 
of an '-accident" in a system so per- 
fectly adjusted 'as that of nature. 
Moreover, it is a comforting thought 
that after a man has tried to solve a 
problem for months and even years 
one of these 
"accidents" happens 


along, clears up his difficulties and 
makes his pathway open and plain to 
the goal of success. 


His Venture In Journalism. 


Thomas Alva Edison was born in 


Ohio nearly sixty years ago. He re- 
ceived little schooling except the in- 
struction given him by his mother. At 
the age of twelve he was a newsboy on 
the Grand Trunk railroad. It was here 
that he ventured into journalism. Gath- 
ering together a handful of type and a 
very small and very old job press, he

Edison never did care very much for 
money, though he has plenty of it now. 
It is one of the anomalies of life that a 
penniless boy should invent the stock 
ticker that is now the rich man's office 
pet throughout the laud. 


After that he invented pretty much 


everything. The few things be over- 
looked he still has time for. At one 
time he said he intended to contrive a 
cradle that would be rocked by lung 
power—that is, by the baby's cry. The 
harder the little sinner squalled the 
faster the cradle would rock. 


The great inventor has quite a vein 


of dry fun. lie is also a practical 
joker upon occasion. A genius can do 
thmgs with impunity for which other 
people would be put in jail. 


Phonograph Joke on a Quaker. 


At one time Edison hid some phono- 


graphs about the guest chamber of 
his house. One night a Quaker was 
visiting him and was awakejiod from 
his slumber by hearing a metallic voice 1 
swearing horribly. He turned on the) 
lights and looked carefully, but could 
find no one. Every time lie dropped 
asleep the thing was repeated. Filial 
ly, when he could stand it no longer 
he called Mr. Edison and said the 
house must be haunted by a tribe of 
the most blasphemous ghosts that had 
ever broken loose from the nether re- 
gions. Edison was the picture of in- 
nocence and helped his guest search 
for the source of the profanity, bul 
without success. Finally he explained 
that it must be the phonographs that 
broke

at 
rather unexpected 


times. That may be a joke, but homi- 
cide has been committed on less prov- 
ocation.
